LIGHTNING; 73 LIVES LOST 


Washington, April 4. — The navy 
reported to President Roosevelt ear- 
ly today that the Akron was caught 


In a storm and probably hit by light- ‘ 
ning, caught fire and crasied ft 
12:30 a.m, 

New York, April 4.—The U.S.S. 
Akron, largest airship ever flown, 
crashed at sea off the Jersey coast, 


early this morning with the prebable 
loss of 73 lives. 

This afternoon the little navy blimp 
searching for the Akron wreck- 
age, also fell in the sea with its crew 


_cf seven, five of whom were rescued. 


Members of the Akron crew stuck 
valiantly to their posts, with perfect 
discipline through a violent electrical 
storm the great ship could not ride. 

Four men were rescuec. One of 
these died. 

The Akron sighted the storm that 
doomed it at 8:45 p.m. last night, 39 


miles south of Philadelphia. It pro- 
ceeded on an_ east and northeast 
course through a light night and 
over a fog. that obscured the 
ground. 

Lieut.Commr. H. V. Wiley, res- 
cued, second in command, _ reported 


the ship was at that time in good 
static condition. He said the sea was 
heavy. At 10 p.m. the Akron reached 
the Jersey shore and at Barnegat 
Light was surrounded by lightning. 

The ship began to descend rapidity 
from its flying altitude of 1,600 feet 
as lightning enveloped it. 

Three minutes later seemed to be 
in centre of storm. Ship began fo 
shift about violently. Called .. all.

All greed and selfishness does not 
arise from greed for wealth or prop- 
erty. There is the greed for posi- 
tion, for power,.for domination, for 
honors, for social distinction, for 
something, almost anything, the oth- 
er fellow has and we have not. And 
how few individuals striving for 
these things are animated solely by 
a desire to possess and use them 
unselfishly for the benefit of others? 

Professor Jackson: is right, unques- 
tionably so, when he declares. that 
economic betterment must come 
primarily from a change of heart in 
the individual, and that word “indi- 
vidual” is all inclusive; it means the 
banker, the mortgage and loan ex- 
ecutive, the nailway head, the poli- 
tician, the manufacturer, the merch- 
ant, the farmer—all of these, but it 
also includes the clerk, the artizan, 
the farm hand, the laborer. Mankind 
is in one lifeboat in the storm of this 
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depression. They must pull togeth- 
er on the oars in unison, not at cross 
purposes. It is a case of one for all 
and all for one. 

To change the metaphor, this is a 
time for building up, not tearing 
down. It is a time to sink all sélfish- 
ness for the common good. The man 
in debt must receive generous treat- 
ment and ample assistance at the 
hands of his creditors; equally so the 
creditor is entitled to and must re 
ceive proper recognition of his rights 
by the man who is indebted to him. 
The employer must make sacrifices 
in the interests of his employees; the 
employees must do likewise to help 
their employer. 

In this economic crisis there is 
need for a great revival of that spir- 
it of sacrifice and service generated 
by the crisis of the Great War, the 
subordination of self in a complete 
readiness to assist one another in 
meeting and solving their problems 
in the unselrish spirit of the Golden 
Rule.—Exchange. :

So, Professor Jackson stressed the 
point that economic betterment must 
come primarily .from a change of 
heart in the individual rather than 
merely by tricks of economic read- 
justment; from proposals that go 
deep into the heart of man and be- 
gin with his own conscience. ‘Look- 
ing back on the past four years I 
wonder,” he said, “that the realiza- 
tion of these things has not brought 
forth a new religious movement.” 

It is not a nevi religious movement 
that is called for or necessary, but 
action based upon acceptance of the 
fundamentals of Christian religion. 
The Sermon on the Mount contains 
the whole and complete formula for 
the cure of the present depression, 
and the prevention of any depression 
in the future. It is not the formula 
of Capitalism, nor Socialism, nor 
Communism. It is the formula of the 
Golden Rule, acceptance and appli- 
cation of the principle of doing unto 


others as we would that others 
should do unto us. 
What are these tariff barriers 


erected by all nations but an outward 
expression of the narrow nationalis- 
tic sentiments of individuals, and 
narrow nationalism is the outcome of 
the selfishness and greed of individ- 
uals. Tariffs are erected for the open- 
ly avowed purpose of selfishly pro- 
moting our own individual and na 
tional interests at the expense of loss 
and suffering by other individuals 
and nations.

Dear Sir: 

I was amused by the letter written 
by Mrs. C. S. Chapin, whe appears to 
be so much in love with the country 
to the South of us that it is a mwon- 
der she has remained in Canada 20 
years. ' i 

Mrs. Chapin’s ideais with regard to 
many things verge on the grotesque. 
For instance, she credits America 
with the invention of the steam en- 
gine and the mofor car. For her en- 
lightenment I pass along the inform- 
ation that the first attempt to make 
use of steam for the development of 
power was made by Hero of Alexan- 
dria 130 B.C. and further developed 
by Giovanni della Portia in the 17th 
century. In 1655 the Marquis of 
Worcester was credited with the in- 
vention of a steam engine for pump- 
ing water. Then came Savery in 1698 
whose engine was improved by 
Thomas Newcomin and John Cowley 
who introduced the piston and this 
idea was borrowed from a French- 
man, Oenis Papin. Then, of course, 
the greatest single step forward in 
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the development of steam power was: 
made by James Watt, a Scotsman of 
Grenock in 1769. Neither are we 
indebted to the United States for 
the invention and early develop- 
ment of the internal combustion en- 
gine which made the automobile pos- 
sible. The first step in this line was 
tken by Abbe Hautefeuille, and the 
Dutch mathematician Christian Huy- 
An Englishman named 
Barker took a patent out a hundred 
years later. The use of coal gas in 
an engine was suggested by a 
Frenchman Phillipe Lebon a little 
later; but it was not until another 
Frenchman developed a practical en- 
gine that real progress was made in 
this field in France and England and 
later in the United States. 

With regzrd to political and social 
economy, we Canadians have little, 
if enything to learn from our neigh- 
bors to the South. In fact, the alarm- 
ing progress they have made in some 
directions we must strenuously 
avoid. Among these are unsound 
banking under which there has been 
10,000 bank failures in ten years. 
Gangster rule in the larger cities and 
the record of the States for the larg- 
est per capita rate of murders and of 
suicides. 

We must also avoid a smug sense 
of salf sufficiency and a tendency to 
brag which is so highly developed in 
our neighbors, to an extent that has 
rendered them open to the charge of 
bumptiousness and bombast. 

Peronsally, I have ,the geratest ad- 
miration for many estimable Amer- 
ican citizens whom | know, but may 
the Lord save us from those paroch- 
jal Americans who do not know any 


better tham to lay claim to every 
achievement and virtue, because of 
an abysmal ignorance of all the 


world cutside of the boundaries of 
the United States.

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THE PROVINCIAL -INCOME TAX 


Only two general provincial taxes 
—on gasoline and on income—have 


been brought into effect in Alberta 
since the present govermnent assum- 
ed control in 1921, twelve years ago. 
The gasoline tax is now up to six 
cents per imperial gallon, while in a 
number of states in the union it runs 
five, six and seven cents per wine 
one-fifth, say, smaller than 
Some other provinces:

The income tax in Alberta is 
lower than in any other  vestern 
province. The opposition parties in 
the legislature made an onslaught 
n.the “filing fee’ of three dol- 
lars as it was contemptuously 
called, or base tax, which the In- 
come Tax Act and the income tax 
schedule calls it. This $28 the in- 
come tax contributor has to pay 
whether his additional tax under 
the scale be ten cents or $1,000. 
The name “filing fee,” is most un- 
fortunate, and the government 
members deserve all the trouble 
they have brought upon themselves 
for allowing that name to become 
current. The “filing fee’ or base 
tex of three dollars paid by, pos- 
sfbly, hunderds of those whose ad- 
ditional tax under the scale is not 
over three dollars, is bound to 
cause the antagonism of those who 
pay the smaller amounts of tax, if 
they can be induced to helieve that 
it is a fee paid to some outside 
officer or to the department for 
the registration of the individual 
income tax schedule dnd tax. In- 
stead, if the contributor knew that 
the three dollars was a base tax, 
as it is called in’ the Act and in 
the schedule, and is part of the in- 
come tax, and has no purpose or 
office as a filing fee, they would 
know where they were at, whether 
they liked it or not. 

Single men in receipt for’ the 
year of an. income of $750 or un- 
der, and married men in receipt of 
an income for the year of $1500 
or under, pay no provincial income 
tax, whether base tax or scale tax. 
Over these amounts, in both cases 
exemptions being allowed for de 
pendents, etc, the base tax of $3 
is paid, and a scale tax rising with 
the amount of income. The pro- 
vince makes a minimum or base 
tax of three dollars to all over ‘he 
minimum of $750 and $1500, and 
then the tax scales up on incomes 
over that amount. The citizens in 
receipt of incomes below the. -set: 
minimums, whether townspeople or 
farmers, ‘wage earners or other 
receivers of income, pay no income 
tax of any kind to the’ province. It 
is only those over the minimum 
who pay the base rate and the 
scale rate. There is no ‘filing fee’, 
and that name has no license in 
the business; the $3.00 is a base 
rate, as it is called in the Act and 
in the schedule. 


It was to be expected that the 
Conservatives and Liberals in the 
Legislature should take advantage 
of this sore spot to discredit the 
government — that’s the party’s 
fame—but the Labor members had 
no right to lend themselves to op- 
pose a reasonable provincial in- 
come tax base, as such is neces- 
sary. The higher-paid Wwage-earn- 
ers through the province should 
pay a fair tax on amounts over 
the minimums and they surely 
cannot complain of the $3 base, if 
such has to be levied. It is such a 
narrow guage policy on the part 
of the union man, the  better-paid 
man that is apt to estrange from 
the Labor cause the Sympathy of 
their neighbors of all duties and 
incomes.

THE PRICE OF A NEWSPAPER. 


A valued subscriber to The Globe 
has raised ‘a point which, perhaps; 
is in the minds of many people 
When he asked why the price of 
newspapers remain the same as 
before the drop in general price 
levels. 

Few readers realize that the 
small amount asked for a copy of 
a daily paper bears no relation to 
the cost of producing it. It is merely 
a nominal sum, which, in the case 
Of a paper like The Globe, does not 
pay for the cost of the white paper 
used. It is unnecessary to refer to 
the cost of handling, delivery and 
postage, or to the fact that it carries 
news ccsting thousands of dollars to 
collect, 

The Simcoe Reformer recently 
illustrated the  difficluties under 
which newspapers in general are 
operated by recalling weeklies 
which have ceased publication and 
others which have reduced their 
size. “Such inste ices as these,” it 
comments, “should go far towards 
dispelling the impression that news- 
papers suffer less from the depres- 
sion than the average business. As 
the Bowmanville Statesman re- 
marks, this false impression may 
be due to the high standards being 
maintained by the newspapers to 
create that optimistic spirit so 
characteristic of editors. The fact 
is that the publishing business is 
among the hardest hit.” 

Despite the fiall in prices all 
around, the newspaper is. still the 
cheapest thing on the market.—Tor- 
onto Globe.

Easily Grown Flowers 

For the benefit of those who are 
gardening for the first time a dozen 
of the easiest flowers will be des- 
cribed. Along borders and in front 
of eds it is best to have something 
tiny and one of the very best for 
this purpose is Alyssum. This grows 


a few inches high and when once 
started defies drought, weeds and 
general neglect. It bears a profu- 


sion of tiny white flowers, beautiful- 
ly scented. When seed pods start to 
appear the plant can be sheared: 
back an inch or so with clippers or 
even a lawn mower and in ten days 
another crop of flowers will start to 
appear. Like the poppy the seeds 
are very fine and to insure thin, 
even planting, it ig well to mix with 
a little dry sand and sow the mix-

flower and just as easily grown is 
the portulacca. This is a wonderful 
thing for hot, dry corners. The waxy 
flowers come in several bright col- 
ors, A little larger and also a con- 
tinuous bloomer is the Calendula or 
pot Marigold. The plant is bushy 
and reaches a ctheight of eight to 
twelve inches. Foliage is dark 
green and the large flowers are or- 
ange and yellow. The California 
Poppy is a shade smaller. The foli- 
age is greyish green and very fine. 
Flowers are single, a golden yellow 
and - almost two inches + across. 
Clarkia, Larkspur and Marigolds are 
larger plants, but all are showy and 


easily grown. These three require 
frem a foot to 18 inches between 
plants and should be placed about 


the centre of the flower bed, prefer- 
ably in clumps. At the back, or for 
use as screens one can plant Cos- 
mgs or Sunflowers. These are late 
bloomers coming on in August and 
September. The garden sunflowers 
are much more = ornamental than 
their cousins out in the corn field. 
Then there are Nasturtiums, Pansies 
and Sweet Peas which are well 
known. Most of these things are 
planted just as soon as the soil is fit 
to work, but any good seed catalogue 
or the packets themselves contain 
cultural directions in detail. 
Winter Damage 

It is not the intense cold of Janu- 
ary but the fluctuating temperature 
cf March and April which plays hav- 
Oc among. strawberries, fall wheat 
and clovers, not to mention  peren- 
nial flowers, roses, shrubs and climb- 
ers. At noon when the sun is very 
strong the frost leaves the top. of 
the soil and even the sap may start 
from the reots of shrubs and vines. 
But this is only temporary = spring 
and at night when sun and temper- 
ature sink in unison the frost  re- 
turns and the top crust of the soil 
is heaved, breaking off tiny roots. 
Or maybe the thaw at noon has re- 
sulted in pools of water in the 
crowns of perennial plants like 
Hollyhocks. These little pools freeze 
at night and in doing so split the tap 
root. Still again damage may be 
caused by cold, drying winds. To 
guard against this sort of thing the 
gardener is advised to sprinkle a 
light mulch of leaves, strawy man- 
ure of similar material over his 
plants or around the lower stems of 
shrubbery, climbers and rose bushes. 

Good Lawn Grass Seed Essential 

As it is impossible to do much re 
pairing to a lawn already establish- 
ed it is most important to get the 
very best seed. There is a great 
range in price here just as in to 
bacco because both products, in the 
commercial stage, are made up of 
blended mixtures, and absolutely de- 
pends on the proportion of the high- 
er grade lines which go into the 
mixtures. A good lawn grass_ is 
composed of at least half a dozen 
grasses. Some of these are quick

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growers, which -come along’ speedily 
the first year and protect the later 
starting, finersstemmed, but really 
permanent grasses which will go to 
make up the lanvn in the years. to 
come. It is these permanent grasses 
which are the most expensive, but 
without a large proportion of them, 
the mixture will not make a gatis- 
factory showing after the second 
year. f 

Before sowing it is essential to 
get the soil raked level. Allow a 
week to settle, and any weed seeds 
to germinate and then on a_wind- 
less day sow at the rate of one 
pound per 200 square feet, going 
over the ground twice, once across 
and once lengthwise. Then rake 
lightly, one way only so as to merely 
cover the seed and if possible finish 
the job with a heavy roller or pound- 
er, When the grass is up two inches 
commence mowing, using a very 
sharp machine so that there will be 
no danger of pulling out the young 
plants.

CAUSES OF CANTER 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 
the question — 


“In approaching 
“What causes cancer?”—it is neces- 
sary to first decide what a cancer 
really is! Reduced to simplest terms, 
it may be said that a cancer is a 


mass of cells of the lowest grade. 
Unlike most other so-called tumors, 
it has no membrane surrounding it. 
It has no nerve or blood supply. : 

The neat proposition is to consid- 
er where a cancer is located. We 
find that it is always situated in 
parts of the body where there is epi- 
thelial tissue (the best example of 
this kind of tissue being the skin). 
Accordingly we find cancer in the 
lip, tongue, throat, stomach, uterus, 
intestines and breast. 

Irritation or Injury—Cause 

Proceeding to the next step in our 
process of reasoning, we find that 
the site of the cancer had either been 
subject to a continued mild irrita- 
tion or had been subjected to an in 


jury that was repaired with scar- 
tissue. 
Were cancer caused by a_ micro- 


organism, no age would be noticeably 
exempt. But what do we observe in 
this connection? That cancer is 
strictly a disease of middle life, and 
mever occurs jin children. 

Assuming this theory to be true. 
let us see how it would work out in 
a given case. Wie know the scar- 
tissue, which replaces normal tissue 
that has been destroyed is of low 
grade. On that assumption any scar- 
tissue in the body that is subjected 
to continued irritation is Hable to 


become cancerous. And once the 
process has been started, each suc- 
ceedng generation of cells is more 
prolific than its forbears. The mass 


continues to enlarge through multi- 
plication of its cells and, because it 
destroys everything in its path, it is 


ealled malignant. 
Has No Blood Supply 
After the mass has reached a 
given size, the central portion be 
gins t o break down, as it has no 
blood supply. The cells receive no 
nutrition and they die. The low 


vital resistance of the mass makes 
it a ready prey to the action of 
bacteria. 

When. that stage has been reached 
an operation is unav iling. It may 
prolong life, but that is all. The 
only way to remove cancer is to cut 
it out--and do it early.—(Copyright).

UNIVERSITY COMPLETES 


25 YEARS OF SERVICE. 


At the Convocation ceremonies to 
be held in May, the University of 
Alberta will have completed twenty- 
five years of service. In

K. Broadus, who will discuss 
the changes in emphasis in the field 
of English literature during this 
period. In the third lecture -the 
main aspects of scientific thought 
in the last quarter of a century will 
be evaluated by Dr. FP. J. Lewis. The

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final lecture will be concerned ‘with 
the spiritual valmes in the  philo- 
sophical thought of the same period, 
and the lecturer will be Dr. J. M. 
MacEachern. The series of lectures 
will be given at the University. 

A brochure is in course of prep- 
aration by members of the faculties, 
in which the fundamental _ contri- 
butions of the University of Alberta 
to the province and to scientific and 
literary thought wll be outlined. It 
will deal with some phases of Uni- 
versity history, with the services 
which graduates shave performed, 
with the public services which the 
University undertakes, with the re 
lationships to other universities and 
institutions of learning, and with 
the ontributions to thought in 
science and the humanities which 
the University of Alberta has made 
Over a period of a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The booklet will be issued 
before the twenty-fifth Convocation 
takes place in May of this year.

He is probably the shyest man 
in Canada. 

The ladies admire him because 
he wears his hat over one eye 
and walks with a quarterback 
swagger. The fact that he is a 
bachelor and apparently intends 
to remain one provides a secdnd 
element of “je ne sais quoi” to 
keep feminine hearts in a state 
of flutter. 

Business men like him because 
| he talks straight from the shoul- 
i der and has an uncanny talent 
| for getting at the core of the 
| most intricate problem. 

The man in the street respects 
him because he preaches The 
Gospel Of True Canadianism. 

Politicians fawn on him because 
| he is the boss of the C. P. R. 

The Prince of Wales is another 
citizen who thinks Beatty is “all 
right,” and His Royal Highness is 
always ready to prove it by of- 
ficiating at the launching of a 
new C. P. R. ship. 

Ordinary people respect him 
highly, and are sorry his railway 
is having a hard time. 

As a youth he wanted to be a 
judge, but Fate intervened and 
sent him a job in the C. P. R.’s 
legal department. Young Beatty 
refused to regard this as his life- 
work, but ultimately had to de- 
cide in a hurry when the late 
Lord Shaughnessy sent for him 
and asked him to be a Vice-Presi- 
dent. ? 

Here is one version of what 
took place: 

Beatty said “No!” 

“Tom” Shaughnessy fixed the 
young attorney with a stern eye 
and exclaimed, “My God, Beatty! 
Do you want to be a mere lawyer 
all your life ?” Young Beatty 
smiled and took the job. 

Some people think Mr. Beatty 
is hard to reach and. tales are 
told of citizens who wait for 
weeks for the call to conference. 
Nevertheless he is the easiest 
man in the country to talk to, 
provided you can crash the outer 
office. 

He is one of the few leading 
citizens who go i for Good Works 
in a Big Way without thought of 
publicity or praise. Not long ago 
the mother of an ex-Boys’ Home 
youth who had lost his job in the 
States, was destitute and needed 
trainfare home in despair tele- 
phoned to B. W. The Chairman 
and President of the C.P.R. came 
to the phone in person, discussed 
the case with the harassed mother, 
told her not to worry and in- 
structed the C. P. R. official 
nearest to the boy to ship him 
back to his home, paying the fare 
out of his own pocket. These 
are the things which have won 
him a reputation for kindness and 
humanity. 

He was born at Thorold, which 
Ontario people will tell you is 
situated in the Garden of Canuda. 
He attended several schools in 
Toronto, and ultimately scratched 
his way into, through and out, of 
Toronto University and was called 
to the Ontario Bar. That was in 
1901 and almost at once he went 
into the C.P.R.’s law department. 
He stayed there for thirteen years 
before becoming the company’s 
General Counsel. In 1916 he was 
elected to the Board. In 1918 
they made him President, when 
Lord Shaughnessy dropped one of 
his two portfolios. Six years 
later he added the title Chairman 
to his letterhead. Since then he 
has held both jobs and has had 
plenty of worries on his hands.

GRINDING HOG FEED PAYS 
EXPERIMENT MAKES CLEAR 


An experiment to compare whole 
and ground grain for hogs was 
started at the experimemtal station, 
Lacombe, in December. The _ re- 
sults of this test are available now 
and provide interesting inforination. 

The hogs were placed on test at 
an average weight of 90 pounds eack. 
Those fed ground grain averaged 
218 pounds in weight by March 16 
and were well finished, while those 
fed whole grain averaged 187 pounds 
each and were decidedly lacking in 
finish. In fact those fed whole grain 
had to have their feed changed to 
ground graim in order to give them 
the proper finish required for select 
bacon hogs. 

These hogs were fed a mixture 
of two ports barley to one of oats. 


The results show that these grains 
should be ground if fed to hogs, but 
does not prove that grains such as 
wheat or peas that have no hull 
should be ground to give best results 
when cost of grinding is takem into 
consideration.
